FARM STORAGE 


For the first time in the hist-| 
ory of grain growing in West- 
ern Canada producers will be 

paid for storing their wheat on 
their farms. The . Alberta 
Wheat Pool commenced on 
Dec. 17th to pay an extra cent 
a bushel. If the grain is held 
until January 15th an addition- 
al one cent a bushel will be 
paid. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool in- 
augurated.the policy of farm 
storage last spring in order 
that as much wheat as possible 
should be held back on 
farms so that pool elevators 
should handle the greater vol- 
ume. This policy also assists 
the Central Selling Agency. 
Because of the fact that a _con- 
siderable number of shipping 
points are not served-by pool 
elevators, those who deliver 
at non-pool houses are also 
being paid for storage. a 

Just how far this.new de- 
parture will be of advantage 
to the Wheat Pool remains to 
be seen. Possibly this year 
‘will not show as much benefit 
[as other years to come. It {s 
‘certain, however, that the 
Wheat Pools will use this policy 
to a considerable extent and 
possibly increase the rate of 
jfarm storage materially in or- 
der to pelleve, sag Sepmendous

The cost of living In Canada, while 
over 50- per cent. higher than before 
the war, still continues lower than in 
the United States, Great Britain, o1 
any of the principal countries. Tak- 
ing 1913 as 100, the index cost of liv- 
ing in Canada in October, was 153, 
in the United States, 170, and in 
Great Britain, 166. 4 

The year 1920 was the peak of liv- 
ing costs in all countries save for 
the fantastic prices of the depreciat- 
ed currency period in some of the 
middle European nations. In Can- 
ada, in 1920, it rose to 190; in the 
United States, 200.4; In Great Bri- 
tain, 255.

‘The ice-cutter “Litke” has‘ sailed 
from “Odessa to Wrangel Island’ in 
the Atctic Ocean to bring relief to a 
eolony established in that frozen 
outpost more than two years ago. 
The Soviet Union became greatly 
alarmed about the safety of the 
colony after the failure of the ship 
“Stavropol,”’ carrying food, clothes 
and medicines,to reach the island 
recently. The “Litke’ will . go 
through the Suez Canal across the 
Red Sea and the Indian Ocean, up 
the eastern coast of Asia, reavhing 
Viadivostock early in the year. As it 
will then still have ‘a long journey 
to negotiate through Behring Strait, 
it will not reach the colonist untii 
spring. 

Considerable Criticism has been 
voiced at Moscow of the “Stravro- 
pol’s” failure, which is laid to red- 
tape and inefficiency in the respon- 
ble Soviet organization.
